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1.  (C)  Operations:  Significant  Activities 

a.  General. 


(1)  During  the  period  the  4th  Infantry  Division  Artillery  fired  in  support 
of  maneuver  forces  participating  in  Operation  Hines  and  Operation  Washington  Green. 
The  operations  ran  concurrently  and  were  still  in  effect  at  the  close  of  the  report 
Ing  period. 

'2)  Task  Organisation  is  as  shown  at  Inclosure  1. 

(3)  Commanders  and  Principal  Staff  are  shown  at  Inclosure  2. 

(a)  Primary  Mission:  The  primary  mission  of  the  4th  Infantry  Division 
Artillery  was  to  provide  continuous  and  timely  fire  support  to  the  4th  Infantry 
Division  and  other  friendly  forces  by  destroying  or  neutralizing,  in  priority, 
those  targets  that  Jeopardized  the  accomplishment  of  the  mission. 

(_)  Secondary  Mission:  To  iitcresse  the! effectiveness  of  RVNAF  artillery 
elements  and  enhance  thmi  security  of  civilian  population  in  the  area  of  operation. 
This  was  accomplished  by  instructing  RVMF  artillery  units  in  proper  firing 
battery,  FDC,  and  grid  clearance  procedures,  is  well  as  instructing  RF/PF,  CIDG, 
PSDF,  and  village  members  in  the  correct  procedures  for  the  adjustment  of  artillery 
fire. 

b.  Intelligence.  Intelligence  was  developed  in  relation  to  the  three  Brigade 
areas  of  operation,  and  the  Tactical  Area  of  Responsibility  (TAOE)  around  Camp 
Enarl.  Each  will  b«  discussed  aaparately.

In  tFe  area  were  confined  to  the  harrassment  of  convo;/s  and  standoff  attacks 
against  installations  and  firebases.  To  major  attac  s  or  contacts  developed  in 
the  area.  Enemy  elements  were  primarily  the  I*08th  bapper  Dn  north  of  3!T  and  the 
K39U  ill  south  of  HfT.  Identification  of  units  was  ll-.iited  to  the  312th  LF  En®r/ 

Sapper  Comany  and  the  JOlst  Local  Force  Battalion.

The  apparent 
mission  of  the  tnaBy  foreoa  in  to  Aa  Lao  Valley  area  was  to  disrupt  the 
pacification  effortSs  Baasgr  elcMnta  idantlfled  in  the  area  were  pcasibly  the 
3d  HVA  Division  to  the  west,  the  18th  !J%  Reejiment,  2d  VC  Main  Force  Regiment  and 
the  22d  H¥1  Itegtoent,  Other  amllor  units  are  also  susnectod  to  be  in  t’'o  area. 
The  weather  In  Ulnh  Dinls  Ihrovince  ^rin^  tho  mcntlhs  Ifcvemberi  December  and 
January  has  bean  chiira<!teriaad  by  pario<ii  of  IntoMe  r  aln  and  cool  temperaturos , 
Rain  has  occured  for  aa  mch  as  four  days  at  a  tirra.  It  has  been  accompaniod  by 
heavy  fog  and  1cm  lying  clouds.  Rights  have  tended  to  be  extremely  cool  end 
fog  has  also  persisted  In  tha  momlr^e.  Weather  has  not  seemed  to  affect  enemy 
r&veasnt  to  any  great  extent.  Heavy  foliage,  duo  tc  the  extreme  moisture,  bee 
(,iven  excellent  covarare  for  movtimont  and  concealment.  Due  tc  terrain  '-ni 
nunavnilabllity  of  an  adequate  road  network,  resupply  to  forward  elements  wan 
comf  lately  by  air.  Reaii|j^y  was  has^rod  by  low-lyii’g  clouds  around  the  surroun  {- 
Ing  mountains  after  tossing  halted  for  three  to  foiir  dgys  at  a  time.  The  extreme 
Metnesa  also  caaaed  health  prcfeloma  in  that  an  incrcaso  in  foot  trouble;  and 
malaria  was  noted.

(c)  3<i  Ida  Area  of  Operations  (2'-9th  Arty  DS) 

The  Initial  portion  of  the  reporting  period  Tfas  characterized  by  nunrrous  stanloff 
attacks  against  artillery  f Irebasss 'and  oi»  major  sapper  attack.  Sipnifitant 
attacks  by  fire  were  made  on  LT  Deltaj  .  LZ  Weigt  Davis,  12  Gypsy,  and  Plei  M'Ln-;, 
The  sapper  attack  occurred  on  6  Nov  69  at  LZ  St.  George  and  resulted  in  hi  tienbers 
of  the  i»06th  Saigser  Bnbtallcn  being  KIk«  As  the  month  of  Novsmbor  closed,  activity 
reduced,  and  the  enaiiy  avoided  any  major  engagements.  Occasionally  small  rnit, 
tactics  were  used  to  Irielada  hit  and  run  ambushes,  sniper  fire,  mines,  booby 
traps  and  light  standoff  attaclos.  However,  several  Hoi  Chanh  and  detainee  roperti- 
Indicated  that  th®  locating  of  caches  by  03  forces  resulted  in  a  severe  food 
shortage.  A  eaptared  H?A  noncommissioned  officer  led  3d  Bda,  Uth  Inf  Div  elements 
to  thij*teen  separate  maasnitioa  caches.  The  Rrigatie  area  of  operation  bonders  cn 
the  Cambodian  border.  Several  large  enemy  elements  operated  throiAgh;ut  thr.  g-’.c 
AO  and  adjacent  areas®  However,  it  spsoars  os  if  the  disrumtion  of  the  pacifica¬ 
tion  program  and  harassing  attacks  have  been  to  primary  goal  dirlng  the  last  two 
months®  Artillery  pieces  have  been  reportsd  la  tha  northern  portion  of  the  AO 
and  122iBti  rockets  have  bceo  used  agaiiit  Flo&a.  Those  rocket  attacks  have  been 
credited  to  the  631  OTA  CC'UiJoaite  :^o  On  25  Jan  a  mine  sweep  team  was  ambushed 
vicinity  IA9-039  which  retulted  la  two  DS  slightly  wcmd«d  and  lU  OTA  KIA  and  one 
captured®  It  la  f«It  tot  forces  ar®  replenishing  supplies  for  a  new 

offecaiv*.  Tenraia  la  tha  area  varlea  conaidsrably.  The  Chu  Pa  mountain  r'-inge 
is  ruggtd  and  feoavlly  ferastadj,  provldfajg  good  concoalment  for  the  ancry®  Flat 
griussy  landB  .hi  tha  asm  around  Dlcika  and  south  of  highway  19  prohibit  mevenKnt 
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in  the  arua.  Weather  had  little  adverse  effect  on  friendly  operations.  Good 
visibility  restricted  enemy  mov^sant^  Occasional  gusty  winds  prevented  or 
delayed  resupply. 

(d)  Tactical  Area  of  Responsibility  (XACR)  Camp  Enarl. 

Division  Artillery  was  responsible  for  an  area  approximately  circular  with  a 
radius  of  12  kms  around  Csmp  Enari.  Enemy  activity  wa'^  mostly  limited  to  o::ia!I 
patrol  contacts,  light  standoff  attacks,  aitd  the  harassment  of  convoys  and 
friendly  villages.  The  4th  Inf  Base  Camp,  Camp  Enarl,  was  not  fired  upon  or 
probed  by  enemy  elements  during  the  reporting  period.  This  was  attributed  tcj 
aggresslble  patrolling  and  aerial  observation. 

(2)  Survey 

(a)  Division  Artillery  survey  provided  assistance  to  organic  battalions  and 
provided  directional  control  to  twelve  bases,  as  well  as  4th  order  survey  to 
Catap  Sadcllff  arai  local  flrebases.  A  declination  station  was  established 

Camp  Enarl. 

(b>  Battalion  Survey 

Frequent  movement  of  artillery  flrebases  from  hilltop  to  hilltop 
lliaitcd  survey  to  directional  control  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

(3)  Radar 

(a)  ARI/TFS-2S  emplaced  at  Camp  Enarl  was  operational  for  1161  hours  of 
1183  hours.  The  radar  detected  41  targets  >diich  were  engaged  with  artillery 
in  support -of  the  fose  Camp.

Artlliwry,  opercted  ir  the  vicinity  of  An  Khe  with  few  significant  contacts  from 
1  How  69  to  13  !lov  69.  On  that  date  sappers  penetrated  Camp  Radcliff  and 
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destroyed  19  helicopters.  One  US  was  KIA  and  two  were  WIA. 

(a)  Operation  Wayne  Rock  (Ban  Ma  Thuot)  _1  November  thru  30  December. 

In  early  November  the  enemy  threat  to  friendly  forces  in  the  Bu  Prang/Duc  Lap 
area  required  additional  forces.  The  1st  Bde  vras  alerted  for  a  possible  -.nove 
to  Ban  Me  Thuot  to  relieve  local  ARVN  elements  destined  for  the  Bu  Prang/Ouc  Lap 
area.  On  11  November  headquarters  elements  cf  1st  Brigade  and  6-29th  Artillery 
moved  to  Ban  Me  Thuot,  and  a  combination  convcy/airllf t  moved  1-lAth  Inf  and 
2-35th  Inf  with  DS  Batteries  (A/2-9  and  B/2-9)  to  Ban  Me  Thuot  East.  A/2-9 
Artillery  and  two  tubes  from  B/2-9  Artillery  moved  Into  fire  bases  to  the  northeast 
and  south  of  Ban  Me  Thuot.  D/2-320  Artillery,  DS  to  3-506th  Infantry,  located 
east  of  Ban  Me  Thuot  at  FSB  Chu  Kuk  (BQ226167),  became  OPCON  6-29th  Artillery 
on  12  November.  The  operation  began  with  elements  of  the  1-lAth  Infantry  and  2-15 
Infantry  conducting  search  and  clear  operations  and  3-506th  Infantry  continuing 
security  of  QL  21  east  of  Ban  Me  Thuot.  Several  snail  contacts  were  made  in  tiu- 

1- lAth  Infantry  AO  during  November.  However,  Inmost  cases  the  enemy  chose  t() 
evade  rather  than  fight.  Intelligence  Indicated  that  elements  of  the  AOlst 
Sapper  Bn  were  located  in  the  vicinity  of  Hill  701  (AQ  9131)  and  the  1-lAth  Inf 
began  a  new  operation  in  that  area  on  2  December.  Two  companies  moved  In  from 
the  SE  and  SW  while  the  3rd  company  moved  into  blocking  positions  from  the  north. 
Artillery  fires  were  employed  on  hard  targets  and  likely  avenues  of  approacli. 

CS  munitions  were  fired  into  pre-selected  areas  with  HE  following  approximately 
5-15  minutes  later.  Three  separate  eneay  contacts  were  made  on  7  December,  near 
the  Mewal  Plantation.  A/2-9  Artillery  supported  the  operation  with  blocking  and 
interdiction  fires.  On  9  December  1969,  emphasis  was  shifted  to  the  2-35ch  Inf 
AO  with  a  turee  company  search  and  destroy  mission  alon.g  the  Dak  Krong  Ea  River. 

The  operntlon  was  directed  against  enemy  elements  thought  to  be  in  the  area. 

Three  tubes  of  B/2-9f.h  /rtillery  were  moved  from  BMT-E  to  L2  Blue  (AP  783868)  on 
9  December  to  provide  fire  support.  This  area  proved  to  be  the  most  profitable  of 
the  Ban  Me  Thuot  operations.  Several  snail  contacts  netted  13  enemy  KIA  and  1 
CIA.  The  enemy  indicated  numerous  enemy  KIA  by  artillery.  On  16  December  C  Co, 

2- 35th  Inf  made  a  significant  find  which  included  bOmm  and  82mm  mortar  rounds, 
B-AO's,  hand  grenades,  TNT,  and  lOTnan  rcckets.  Operation  Wayne  Rock  was  ter¬ 
minated  and  all  maneuver  and  support  elements  moved  Into  BMT-E  29  December  and 
subsequently,  by  air  and  convoy  to  Camp  Enari  and  Camp  Radcliff  on  30  December. 

(b)  Operation  Wayne  Thrust  (A  January  -  30  January):  Operation  Wayne  Thrust 
was  initiated  on  A  January  and  directed  at  the  destruction  of  the  Gia  Lai 
Regiment  northwest  of  An  Khe  and  the  ISth  Regiment  west  of  LZ  Hardtimes.  By 
3  Jan  70,  four  Infantry  battalions  and  one  air  cav  squad  (-)  with  supporting 
artillery  under  the  control  of  the  Ist  Bde  were  staged  at  Camp  Radcliff  for 
insertion  Into  their  respective  AO's  on  4  J^n  70,  An  attack  on  the  CIDG  base  at 
Hardtimes  (Vanh  Thanh)  by  an  estimated  twe  NVA/VC  companies  on  A  January  caused 
an  immediate  readjustment  of  the  operation.  The  l-Sth  Infantry  with  C/G-29th 
Artillery  and  C/5-16th  Artillery  moved  to  Hardtimes  to  thwart  the  enemy  threat. 
A/6-29th  Artillery  moved  overland  to  FSB  Emeii®  (BR  A77595)  to  provide  fire 
support  for  the  3-8  Infantry  operations  in  that  area  on  8  and  9  January  1970. 

The  2-33th  Infantry  with  B/2-9  Artillery  airlifted  to  FSB  Armageddon  (BR  A206A5) 
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and  the  l-lath  Infantry  with  A/2-9th  airlifted  to  LZ  ioughie  (BR553680)  to 
conduct  search/destroy  operations  in  their  respective  AO's.  Activity  witlun  ti., 
1st  BDE  AO  between  11  and  16  January  re^nainec*  relatively  light.  During  this 
period,  C/1-92  Artillery  (it  tubes,  ISfim  towed)  moved  from  CPR  to  FSB  Emelii  ■  • 

12  Jan  70  to  provide  medium  Artillery  support  within  the  1st  Bde  AO,  On  16 
Jan  70,  intelligence  indicated  that  Gia  Lei  forces  were  moving  to  the  northwi  ,( , 
and  the  18th  and  2d  NVA  Regiments  concentrated  north  of  llardtimes  were  mi*virv;  i. 
the  east  and  west  of  the  Song  Kong  River.  AO's  for  the  1-I4th  Infantry,  i-htL 
Infantry  and  l-Sth  Infantry  were  re-defined.  Efforts  to  insert  all  maneuver  iorc 
OR  16  January  into  the  newly  adjusted  AO’s  were  frustrated  by  the  weather.  I'  ,',, 
as  weather  improved  the  elements  of  the  l-8th  Infantry  and  l-14th  Infantry  wt re 
displaced  to  the  northeast.  C/6-29th  Artillery  at  LZ  Hardtimes  provided 
preparation  fires  for  the  l-8th  Infantry  as  did  A/2-9th  Artillery  at  LZ  Tougliit 
for  the  l-14th  Infantry.  A/6-29th  Artillery  airlifted  to  FSB  Challenge  (BKC76B.'. ! 
to  better  support  the  3-3th  Infantry  and  B/2-9th  Artillery  provided  direct 
support  to  2-35th  Infantry  from  LZ  Armageddon.  C/1-92  Artillery  moved  by  rnuo 
from  FSa  Eraelia  back  to  Camp  Radcllff  for  future  deployment.  At  approximately 
1130  hrs  19  Jan  70,  C/2-35th  Infantry  and  D/2-35th  Infantry  made  contact  with 
an  unknown  number  of  NVA  in  heavy  bunkers  (BR497705).  A/2-9ch  Artillery  and 

B/2-9th  Artillery  expended  in  support.  On  21  Jan  70,  C/1-92  Artillery  and  U/5-!o 
Artillery  road  marched  to  FSB  Emelia  to  augment  1st  Bde  with  medium  and  heavy 
Artillery.  The  operation  of  the  1st  Bde  began  to  shift  to  the  northeast  of  An 
Khe  and  eventually  will  center  in  the  "Crows  Foot”  area  vicinity  BR  800900. 

(2)  During  the  reporting  period  the  4th  Bn,  42d  Arty  (DS  2d  Bde,  4th  Inf 
Dlv)  supported  the  following  operations:  Operation  Putnam  Cougar,  22  Sep  -  27 
Oct  1969;  Operation  Putnam  Wildcat,  2  Nov  69  -  18  Jan  70;  Operation  Putnam 
Power,  21  -  30  Jan  70. 

(a)  In  November  1969  the  2d  Bde  assumed  operational  control  of  the  An  Lao 
Valley  area  and  conducted  operations  in  that  area.  There  were  few  contacts  made 
with  platoon  or  larger  sized  units;  however,  the  1st  Bn,  12th  Inf  and  1st  Bn, 

22d  Inf  were  continually  involved  with  contacts  involving  2-3  individuals 
categorized  as  local  VC  and  NVA,  These  snail  units  were  primarily  concerned  with 
transporting  food  from  the  coastal  plain  to  the  area  west  of  the  An  Lao  Valley. 

On  several  occasions,  Che  2d  Bde  was  able  to  establish  contact  with  company  or 
reinforced  company  sized  elements. 

(fa)  Artillery  support  remained  responsive  to  the  ground  commanders  who  were 
encouraged  to  use  recon-by-fire  techniques.  The  employment  of  one  howitzer 
with  each  round  being  adjusted  by  the  Forward  Observer  assisted  in  orienting  the 
maneuver  element  in  mountainous  terrain  as  well  as  insuring  rapid  applicacion 
of  large  volumes  of  fire  when  required. 

(c)  Because  of  the  mountainous  terrain  on  both  sides  of  the  An  Lao  Valloy, 
direct  conanunications  to  firing  batteries  could  be  established  only  through  the 
use  of  a  retransmission  station.  The  secure  voice  capability  was  maintained  bv 
relfiying  between  elements. 
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(d)  Bacaaaa  of  the  fragmentation  of  ancny  units  Into  2-3  men  sisad  parties 
it  was  neceasaafy  to  aitproid  the  area  coverage  cf  the  maneuver  conponles  and 
pLatoons®  Thla  neceasitatad  the  continued  utilisation  of  the  "hipshcot"  concept 
to  permit  cosploto  covorago  by  the  IS  Artillery  Sattalion. 

(e)  Diring  C^raticn  Putnnin  Wildcat,  the  pootlon  occupied  by  C  Btry,  lith 
Ba,  lt2d  Arty  was  supplcnanted  by  the  o/ploymant  of  two  twin  liOwn  self  prepeir'ed 
gi’.nn  (M-42)  and  one  30  inch  xenon  search  light.  Because  of  the  excellent 
fields  of  fire  in  the  An  Lao  Valley,  the  •HAisters”  significantly  enhanced  the 
ability  of  the  firoheae  (IZ  Beaver)  to  defend  Itself  and  minimized  TO/NVA 
infiltration  across  the  valley  floor, 

(f>  The  operntirn  in  the  An  Lao  Valley  terminated  in  the  last  part  of  January 
and  the  CP’s  of  the  2d  Bde  and  the  h-h2  iirty  moved  to  Camp  Radcliff  to  conduct 
operations  in  that  area.  On  20  January  1970  C  Btry  was  positioned  at  LZ 
Hardfciincs  to  support  operations  in  Base  Area  226  in  the  first  offensive  maneuver 
of  Operation  Ritnaa  Power.  Tha  operation  is  contiming  at  the  time  of  the 
submission  of  this  report  under  tiia  narB  of  Putnam  Shark. 

(3)  Tho  2d  Bn,  J'th  Artlllory  (Direct  Support  to  the  3d  Bde,  Uth  Inf  Div) 
supported  Operation  Qreena  Ballat  (20  Cct  -  19  Hov  69),  Task  ^orce  Plei  firong 
(19  Kov  -  3  33ac  69}  and  eoono!?^?  of  force  operations®
